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KEEPING UP THE FAMILY. 

An old edition of Froissart’s Chronicles, illustrat- 
ed with pictures from medieval “illuminations,” has 
a striking picture of a Middle Age “war lord” and 
his “seven sons who loved arms.” 

It is so striking a picture that anyone who has 
seen it is likely to recall it at once, because of the 
ingenuity shown by the draftsman in illustrating 
the different ways in which the strapping sons had 
been trained by their careful father in what in the

The word explains the theory of the picture and 
of everything that belongs to it on the general sup- 
position that the only really effective way to “quell” 
men is to kill them. The different kinds of arms 
the old but still stalwart warlord had taught the 
boys of hig ancient and noble family to love, were 
all introduced by the artist to show their efficiency 
in handling the different implements of man quel- 
ling, necessary to “keep up the family.” 

Our great advance in civilization is illustrated by 
a remarkable p&ture published during the week by 
the New York World, for the first time in America.

AUTOMATIC RAILWAY SIGNALS. 

We believe that automatic signaling apparatus has 
been made practically perfect, says the Railway Age, 
and that when located according to scientific prin- 
ciples (which require full consideration of traffic and 
physical conditions) and installed and maintained 
in accordance with strict specifications it can be de- 
pended. upon never to indicate safety when danger 
exists. The signals themselves are made of such 
form and size and may be so located with respect to 
each other and to the track that they can be seen 
easily, and they operate to give a certain indication 
whether it is safe to proceed. The locomotive, how- 
ever, is controlled by human agency and cannot be 
made automatic. When the engine driver sees there 
is danger ahead he instifictively reaches to apply the 
brakes and shut off steam. It is when he does not 
see or cannot see that the best of Automatic signals 
become powerless to prevent accidents,

NEW ‘SOURCE OF POWER. 

Compressed air from fresh water for use as power 
has been promised for some time. At Magog, Que- 
bec, under a 20-foot head of water, the first plant 
of this kind was erected and has been in continuous 
operation, day and night. The latest plant of this 
kind was built near Norwich, Conn. 

In order to obtain the desired results such a plant 
has to be constructed near a waterfall. <A shaft is 
sunk into the earth, near the waterfall; an iron pipe 
is placed within the shaft, at the bottom of which 
shaft lies a tank, or separating chamber, to receive 
the air. The falling water is conducted to the top 
of the iron pipe and discharged therein, the water 
passing down through the pipe to the bottom of the 
shaft and returning thence to the surfasee. The shaft 
is made large enough to allow the wr Ye return to 
the surface within the shaft, but outside the down 
flow pipe. 

The falling water entertains the air in the fo-m 
of bubbles, carrying these bubbles to the bottom of 
the shaft. At this point the air separates from the 
water, remaining in the tank below, the water con- 
tinuing on its course up the shaft and into the 
stream. <A pipe is connected with the separation 
tank, and through it the air is conducted directly

Stores Made by a Specially 
Commissioner From Germany.

MERICA is the pioneer in the department &tore,

Our 
ments are naturally subdivided,

The department store here is untramme!led by Gov- 
ernment. interference. In Germany the Government 
exercises a strict supervision, There are the building. 
laws, Which require a court area of about one-fourth 
the total space and which limit height the 
building to four or five stories. Fire escapes must 
be placed at the utmost 25 meters apart, 

Public opinion upon a richness of architec- 
ture little dreamed here. A further Government 
restriction is the imposition of a tax ostensibly to 
protect the small merchant. 

Employes are offered every. incentive to increase 
the sales by the granting -of a small commission upon 
all goods sold in excess of a certain specified amount. 
Hours are longer than in American cities, though we 
must take into consideration the two-hour intermis- 
sion about noon, which is the German salesman’'s in- 
alienable right. A system of graded summer vaca- 
tions on full salaries has proved successful. -All em- 
ployes are compelled to take out old age, injury and 
sickness insurance, the firm bearing part of the ex- 
pence. 

The mail-order business is not so highly developed 
as here, for the cities are close together, and local 
preference is anturally given local industries. This 
branch of the work, however, is growing. Practically 
all business is on a‘cash basis. I have taken partic- 
ular interest in the banking system for accounts: in 
vogue in New York City, and will suggest its adop- 
tion in European emporiums. 

In the relations between customers and stores we 
show a like liberality of spirit. Exchange of goods 
that may prove unsatisfactory is readily effected. 
Bargain day has become a firmly rooted institution, 
and the German frau or fraulein is addicted to the 
shopping habit quite as much as her American pro- 
totype.

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EDERAL LABOR LAW 


Bill Pending Gives Arkansas 
Official Privilege to Import 
Contract Immigrants. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 16.—For 
the purpose of enabling planters in Ar- 
kansas to import foreign faborers under 
contract, Senator Amis introduced a 
bill in the Senate which practically cre- 
ates the office of Commissioner of Im- 
nmiigration. 

The duties of such an official are im- 
posed upon the Commissioner of Mines, 
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Manufactures and Agriculture, The 
bill provides that it shall be the duty of 
the commissioner to aid any persons in 
Europe of good mora) character and ot 
sound body and mind who wish to im- 
migrate to this State to enter into con- | 
tract with any farmer or land owner in | 
the State, but the farmer or land owner 
is required to advance whatever money | 
may be necessary to pay the expenses

The bill seeks to compel interchange- 
able telephone service, and should it be- 
come a lhiw, any subscriber for the 
Memphis Telephone Co. may obtain a 
connection with any subsecri’ -r on the 
Cumberland system, or vice versa. 

A small rate of exchange will, of 
course, be maintained, but it is predict- 
ed that it would be something less than 
2 cents for each call, and under the cir- 
cumstances it would he necessary for 
nerchants, doctors, etc., to maintain but 
one telephore

MAKE MANLY BOYS) 


Nebraska School Trustee As- 
serts Women Give Youths 
Effeminate Ways. 


OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 16.—David -Cole, 
member of the School Board. will agi- 
tate the matter of having men take the 
place of women as teachers in the high- 


est grades of the public schools. 

Mr. Cole is of the opinion that more 
practical and = satisfactory results can 
be oftained: by men than by the fairer 
sex. 

“I thoroughly believe,” said Mr.

London Aeronauts Show Much 
Interest in the Story 
of Future. 








SAY IDEA IS NOT NEW 





Completion of. Means for Such 
Warfare a Guarantee for 
Arbitration. 





MANY STRANGE VESSELS 


Army Men and Others Test Bal- 
loons, -Aereplanes. and 
Winged Ships. 





LONDON, Feb. 16.—London aeronauts 
and military men are taking Herr Ru- 
dolph Martin’s imaginary story of the 
future war of the air quite seriously. 
Dr. Alexander Barton, president of the 


Aeronautical Institute, calls attention to 
the fact that 2% years ago, in discussing 
the future of aeronautics, he predicted 
that in time airships would eliminate 
war as a means of settlement of na- 
tional disputes, as ‘‘war in the /air’’ 
would become too deadly to be conid- 
ered. The completion of such’ shtps, 
Dr. Barton savs, would mean instant 
acceptance of international arbitration. 

The only feature of: Herr Martin’s 
story, which was reviewed in recént 
cablegrams to the Post-Dispatch, that 
does not find favor here ts that he gives 
the first supremacy to Gérmany. Local 
Students call attention to the fact that 
France and America have been leaders 
in aeronautics for many years, and 
Britain is quite ‘abreast: -of Germany. 
The discussion of many details, such as 
the location of aerial hospitals, five 
miles above earth, the probability of 
transporting troops as balloon trailers 
to airships and of the need of ‘‘aerial 
war vessels,’ built of transparent ma- 
terial, such as mica or celluloid of elass, 
s0 they could approach the enemy un- 
seen, is elaborate. It has aiso excited 
curiosity. as to the men of aeronautiec 
fame and their work, Here are some of 
the most prominent: 

Pioneer of Navigable Ballooning. 

Stanley Spencer, who died last year, 
Was the first man to sail over Iondon 
in a navigable balloon. The Messrs. 
Spencer have made valuable expert- 
mental flights with airships of their own 
construction. Their vessels have been 
- well under control, and they have 
gone a lone way-towards solving the 
problem of human “flight. Percival 
Spencer, who now conducts the busi- 
ness, has made ascents in all parts of 
the world. 

Col. Capper of the Engineers and 
chief of the Aldershot balloon section is 
perhaps the most notable military bal- 
loonist. He has been 27 years in the 
army, and has seen much service in

Acting on these principles, Sir Hiram 
Maxim has already succeeded in lifting 
a weight of 10,000 pounds by a motor- 
propelled aeroplane. Sir Hiram has per- 
sonally expended over $100,000 on his ex- 
periments, and has strong opinions on 
the backwardness of the British Govern- 
ment in supporting aeronautical re- 
search. He is ready to undertake that, 
if the British Government would ad- 
yance money as the French and German 
overnments have done, ‘“‘we shall soon 
save a flying machine in this country 
that shall be ahead of al! others. 

Leslie Bucknall of the Aero Club has 
made many ascents, including an adven- 
turous voyage of 430 miles, from Lon- 
don to Geneva, in 16 hours, Mr. Buck- 
nall’a cousin, Ernest Bucknall, is also 
4an accomplished balloonist.

‘Delmas, the chief of staff, and his part- 


ner, Henry Clay McPike, out of the case. 

Whether Mr. Delmas will appear on 
Monday when the trial of Thaw is re- 
sumed depends upon the outcome of a 
family council of the Thaws, which will 
be held tomorrow. 

Mr. McPike gave an interview to the 
newspaper men which appeared in to- 
day’s papers in which he referred sneer- 
ingly.to District Attorney Jerome’s con- 
duct of the prosecution and knowledge 
ot law, saying in effect that Mr. Delmas, 
though a stranger in New, York, was 
vastly better acquainted with New York 
law than Mr. Jerome. Mr. McPike also 
made some other statements directed 
against Jerome, but which, as a matter 
of fact, reflected upon’ interpretations of 
the law as laid down by Justice Fitz- 
gerald. 

These statements created an uproar 
among Messrs. Hartridge, Peabody, 
Gleason and O’Retlly. They declared it 
was outrageous to run the risk of an- 
tagonizing the presiding justice at the 
trial and at once took steps to have Mr.

Survivors’ Stories of Wreck. 


William T. Sniffen, | 
the firm of Tiffany Co., with his 
wife and T-year-old daughter, was 
sitting in the rear coach at the time 
of the accident. -He lives in White 
Plains. and after the wreck said he 
had lost a satchel containing $1500 in

“IT am giad that my family. and my- 
self escaped with our lives,’ he said. 


“IT have told the police not to look for 
the satchel, but to go on in their work 
of rescue. I don’t care a fig for that. 

“This is the most awful accident I 
have ever seen. As my wife and daugh- 
ter and myself crawled from the last 
coach of the train we could see the 
dead and wounded lying al) around us. 
That my family and [ escaped [I re- 
gard as a miracle. As we clambered 
vut of the car I saw men, women and 
children climbing over the dead and 
dying in an effort_to escape from ithe 
car. 

“T believe the greatest number of pas- 
sengers were killed during the time the 
coaches were being dragged = along. 
When they ‘were first overturned we 


-were all thrown in a heap on the side 


of the car. The windows were broken 
and I saw scores of persons dragged 
through these windows, and they must 
certainly have been crushed to death be- 
neath the heavy weight of the car, 
“The passengers stood on the ends of 
the seats trying to escape through the 
upper windows and ventilators. They 
would obtain a hold, and then fall back 
only to be dragged beneath the cars.” 
William Schneider, 17 vears old, of 65 
Orawapum street, White Plains, es- 
caped with a few slight bruises. He wis 
toward 


sitting in’ the rear coach well 
the front, and got out of the car by 
clambering over the seats. 

“| saw many passengers in the car 
ahead of me,” he said, ‘‘trying to 
break through the doorway: The door 
seemed to have become jammed and 


many fell and were drawn beneath the 
cars and crushed. 

“It was the. most awful thing I have 
ever seen. I do not know how I got 
out, except that I ran over the -seats 
toward the rear door which, fortunzate- 
ly, Was open. 

“The crunching of the cars was al- 
most deafening, but abeve it all could 
be heard the scresms and cries of those 


who were being crushed to death be- 
neath the train as it was dragged 
aiong.”’ 


Schneider. as soon as he got out, aid- 
ed in the rescue of those who were still 
pinned in the wreckage. 

Prof. John Clery of Forunam Catholic 
University was one of the first at the 
scene of the accident. 

“Tl was walking near Woodlawn 
road, when I heard two loud reports, 
about 10 seconds apart. They were 
tollowed by two blinding flashes from 
the direction of the railroad track. I 
was not over sixty vards away and I 
at once ran to the spot. I was horrified 
by what I saw. Five cars were lying 


down in the ditch. The cries of the 
injured were pitiful to hear. 
“I did not go nearer to the wreck 


than the track, as the police soon ar- 


rived and kept people back. But IT 
Saw heartrendinge sights that I never 
will forfeet. One frenzied woman, 


with both arms severed, attempted to 
craw! up the embankment. The 
sHehtiv wounded ran about, half 
crazed. People living in the vicinity 
with whom I talked said that the 
curve Was a Very bad one-and. that 
a number of accidents had happened 


When the hews . of the accident 
reached the Grand. Central Station, a 
relief train was promptly dispatched to 
the seene of the wreck in charge of 
Dr. W. W. Sanford, the company's offi- 
cial surgeon. 

Three other relief trains were hurried 
out In close order, carrying 10 doctors 
from Hellevue Hospital and = several 
physicians who had. volunteered their 
services, : 

These trains were fully equipped ‘with 
surgical instruments, bandages, splints 
and all the medical appliances for first 
aid to the injured. 

Nig. . Superintendent McHale of Belle- 
vue Hospital furnished the medical sup- 
plies in record time. -They were taken 
to the depot in an ambulance, driven at 
breakneck sneed. followed by a second 
ambulance crowded with 10 surgeons. 

When the relief trains had started 
for the scene of the accident men were 
hastily set to work convert a sec- 
tion of the Grand eCntral Depot into 
an emergency hoepital. This was ac- 
complished with almost magical speed 
and by the time the first returning re- 
Hef train reached the depot the impro- 
vised hospital was fully equipped and 
in rediness for the less injured. 

The police and. railroad employes 
made no attempt to identify the man- 


there.” 


Bled and mutilatéd bodies which were 


ranged in a long row along the tracks 
at the scene of the wreck. Two or 
three policemen were stationed there 
to prevent the idly curious from 
crowding too close, but it was not un- 
til a late hour that any attempt was 
made to identify the dead. 

When this was begun it was neces- 
Sary to tear open the waists and 
shirts of the dead at the throat to tel! 
whether they were white or black, 
the coal dust and grime of the tracks 
had been so ground into their faces. 
The work of identification by the dim 
Nght of a switchman’s lantern and 
the flaming torch of a railroad em- 
ploye proceeded slowly. | 

In some instances practically every 
shred of clothing was torn fromthe 
bodies. The police admit that the iden- 
tifications so far made are subject to 
change; that: they simply searched the 
pockets of the victims for letters or 
cards. When one was found it was tm- 
mediately pinned to the coat or waist 
of the victim. ‘The. bodies will be re- 
moved to the. morgué to await identi- 
fication. 


May Never Be Identified. 
Because of the mutilated and charred 
condition of some of the bodies they 


may never be identified. Heads and 
faces were ground into a pulp by being 


dragged over the stone ballast and 
frozen ground | Deneath the heavy 


coaches.

One of the bodies 
brought was evidently that of a child. 
It had been literally cut to pieces. It 
was placed in a rough pine box, brought 
in by ote of the policemen attached to 
the station house. 

Eleven of the bodies taken to the sta- 
tion house were those of women and 
four were men. Up to a late hour they 
had not beep identified. ,

Workmen’s Co-Operative Con- 
cerns Have Mostly Given 
Up Struggle. 


HARTFORD CITY, Ind., Feb. 16.— 
While the window glass manufacturers 
have had difficulty in making their busi- 
nes# profitable a number of workmen 
who engaged in manufacturing on a co- 
operative basis have learned that being 
a@ manufacturer is not all profit and 
sunshine. At one time there were half 
a hundred co-operative window glass 
companies in the various towns In the 
gas belt, the majority of them here, 
where the French and Belgian workmen 
made their homes. 

One of the first French 
came to Hartford City 
Wery. Several years ago he joined a 
co-operative company and built a plant 
at Spring City, Pa. He has now re- 
turned, after lesing $6000 of his savines 
in a co-operative concern. Jules Hatch-

dome, which was declared by many to be 
too low. It gave the entire building a flat 
and “squatty” appearance and minimized 
its’ size.

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The top of the dome has also been altered 
and a cross of a new design will surmount 
it. 

These changes will make the building (al- 
ready designed to be in ground space one 
of the largest cathedrals in the world), one 
of the highest ecclesiastical structures in the 
West. The modification of the plans has

The plans for the Cathedral show that 
when, finished it. will be one of the greatest 
Catholic edifices. in the world. The interior 
decorations will be highly ornate, and the 
location of the structure affords wide space
